The State Reservations Exposed to
the Danger of Fire.

To Tre New York Hepawp: In my
youth I remember the mischlef done by
a party of youngsters In atarting a eamp
fire in the woods which during the dry
period of summer too qulckly communi-
cated Itself with some siash left by
farmers who had neglected to remove
the teimmings of boughs which had ac-
cumulated durlng thelr winter's work of
chopping cordwood. The whole hill-
wldo forest was endangered as s result.
This happened in the agricultural sec-
tlon of centrml New York, where an
extendod fire could easily be controlled,
buat it forcefully brings to mind the pos-
| uibllities In those great tracis of cut
| over 1ands contiguous to the Adirondack
and Catakill State reservations.

Estimating the value of the 2,000,000
aere State Forest Preserve at $20 an
nero, It represents $40,000,000, and the
conservative estimate of Increment to
value of this Investruent being put at
#3 an acre a‘year, we have an approxis
mata appreciation of §4,000,000 a year
in this Hiate asset as It stande. Is it
fair to the taxpayars of this State that
this condition should continue to exist?

The cost of removing Inflammable con-
ditlons following a lum operation
would add but & trifle In the cost by
the cord or th d feet of lumbar, and
every lumberman knowa [t would be
the hest formn of Insurance, both to ex-
Isting timber and to undergrowth, to
say nothing of prevention of eroslon
and consequent floods, with n Inter dry-
Ing up of streamm, where water courses
are depleted of thelr nntural! stornge.

Many of the recent Biate purchases
have been made following a lumbering
operation. This Is due to that feature
of our Htate Constitutlon which forblds
cutting on Stats lands, and the value
of the erop together with the shortage
of timber hns made this courss of pur-
chasss by the Conservation Department
falr to the many Interesta concerned,
but 1t seems wholly unwise that the
Stata should buy theae lands untll they
| are cloarfY of, the fire mennce. So much
for the publle purchases ; but the greater
need, as before stated, fs that the State
should demand fire protection from eon-
tignous private lands that are lumberad
or being lumbered. "

Now A suggestion as to ro
ton : h of our State land is of this
| eut type, aud It 1s In no condition
for reforestation with any certainty of

a successful new crop. Our State Con-

stitution |s at fault, for it forbida the
“omoval of any live or dead timber
from the State preserve,

While T had the honor of belng presi-
dent of the Now York State Forestry
Association, and during Governor Whit-
man's administration, a constitutional
amendment wns advocated by the asso-
clation, and although in final form it
wns changed from our plan & measure
possed both houses of the Legislature
permitting the construction by the State
of fire tralls and the taking out of dead

and down timber from the State Forest |F

Preserve. This measure was protected
by n clause that this dead and down
timber was for domestle use only, to
preavent any possibllity of its latitude
being extended to lumbering operations.

The amendment falled by not bLelng
followed up by the further necessary
legislation to effect the change In the
Constitution. Had this change In the
Constitutlon become a law it would
have permitted the State properly to
prepare its property for natural growth
and also for reforestation without the
existing fire danger which so often Im-
perils and destroys a Yyoung growing
forest,

The New York State Forestry Asso-
clation also fathersd a tax law defer-
ring the tax burden em growing timber
until harvest. Thjs legislation also
passed both ho of the Legisiature
duning Governor Whi n's administra-
tion, but the bill fall to receive hin
signature. -

Manifestiy the owner of forest land,
especiaily such as holMds n regrowth, re-
oelves no income from his property until
the time of harvest. It takes years to
mature a reforested property, but re-
forestatlon s a public service and the
owner, who has Lo walt years for a re-
turn, should be favored to the extent
of being allowed to pay but o small
land tax untlk the harvesting of his
crop. It is thought that this tax defer-
ment would encournge private refores-
tation. It might or It might not, “but
the experiment would cost the State
nothing except a deferment of a small
umount of income,

Leglslation which would make obll-
gatory dleposal of slash by lumbermen
and mive them a deferment of forest
taxation until harvest might, If both
lawa could ’ enacted simultaneousiy,
be a compromide which would meet the
approval of the lumbermen and all
others concerned In bettering forestry
conditfons. The Federal Government
cooperation bill Introdused in Congress
by Senator Capper last spring has much
merit in that it proposes to furnish an
appropriation to aid States In land clas-
sification for timber production, fire pro-
tection and reforestation, and p?l’l\"l‘eﬁ‘
that the money appropriated may be
withheM if the States and private own-
ors within such States do not protect
thelr timbered and cut over lands from
fire, Buch a Federal Inw would
prove a great Incentive to national, State
and private forest upbullding.

The new Natlonal Committes for For.
eat Fire Protection headed by George
D. Pratt, Conservation Commissioner of
New York State, can do a great publle
service by education and directing leg-
tslntion on the Important problem of fire
protectlon for our forests. It In my Im-.
prossion’ from oareful observation that
tha most Iimportant lssue for yoars to
come is to ses that our forests are prop-
erly protected from fire and lot nature
do the reat, Hemment 8, CARPENTER.
